ON ISRAEL A FLOPPO 


WARSAW—A slick Communist bid te embarrass Israel 
through its former envoy to Poland failed this week. 

A formal announcement had been issued through the con- 
trolled Warsaw press and radio that Azriel Barzilay, Is- 
rael ambassador to Poland, and three of his aides, had resigned. 

The announcement said they had resigned in protest against 
Israel support of “American aggression in Korea,” and that the 
four would seek “asylum” in Poland. The four men are all 
members of the pro-Soviet Mapam, one of the major opposition 
parties to the dominant centrist Mapai in Israel. 

This week, Azriel Ukhmani bluntly denied both that the 
four had resigned in protest against Israel support of the United 
Nations stand on Korea, or that they planned to ask for 
“asylum” in Poland. 

Ukhmani said that Barzilay would leave Poland this week- 
end and that he and the other two aides would leave for Israel 
early next month. 

The former legation counselor said that the four had written 
to Foreign Minister Moshe Sharret that their resignations had 
been based on their membership in Mapam, Ukhman! did not

Judge Helland continued ieecal six months the cases of seven 
— others. All were charged with 
“making an affray” when they 
sallied out in strength to find and 
punish the hoodlums who at- 
tacked boys from the Hecht 
House, Jewish community center 
in the Dorchester area. 

ARRESTED IN ACTION 

The 25 youths were arrested 
in Hyde Park on Nov. 2 when 
police were notified they had 
gathered in Dorchester for a for- 
ay to Hyde Park to avenge the 
beatings suffered by Hecht House 
members on Halloween week. 

The seven whose cases were 
continued were arrested in one 
ear, in which police said they 
found an unloaded revolver. 

No arrests have been made 
of any of the young toughs who 
attacked the Jewish boys. 

The request for continuance 
was made by John V. Bonner, 
representing police commissioner 
Sullivan. Ben G. Leve, prom- 
leader, 
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was defense attorney, Also pres- 
ent in court were Robert Segal, 
executive director of the Jewish 
Community Council; Philip Sle- 
pian of the Big Brother Associa- 
tion and Jason Silverman of the 
Boston Anti-Defamation League.

The study revealed that the 
number of Jewish children en- 
rolled in the various Jewish edu- 
cational institutions was 45,000 in 
1900, based on a Jewish child 


Jewish population of 1,058,135. 
500 PER CENT 

In 1950, the number of Jewish 
children in Jewish schools had 
jumped to 266,609, a boost of 
nearly 500 per cent, as against 
an estimated 185 per cent increase 
in the child population, in a total 
Jewish community of 4,500,000. 

Dr. Uriah Z. Engelman, director 
of the association’s Department 
of Research, Information and 
Publications, told reporters that 
45 per cent of Jewish children 
are today receiving some kind 
of a Jewish education. Jewish 
children of school age consti- 
tutel 4 per cent of the total U.S. 
Jewish population. 

The survey found that a large 
part of the increase was due to 
the entrance of a large number 
of Jewish girls into the schools. 
In 1900, Jewish education was 
mainly a matter of teaching tra- 
ditional religious rituals which 
meant that the program was boy- 
centered. 

GIRLS NOW, TOO 

As a result of many influences, 
the survey reported, ‘the Jewish 
school has been evolving from an 
institution for teaching ritual 
into a religious-cultural education- 
al institution, and has begun to 
acquire educational importance 
for girls as well as boys in the 
American Jewish community.” 

As a result, the enrollment of 
girls, which was negligible in 
1900, reached more than 40 per 
cent of total enrollment in the 
weekday afternoon and Sunday 
schools, while the all-day schools 
have remained mainly institu- 
tions for boys, the survey found. 

In 1950, about 37 per cent of 
the children were registered in 
afternoon Hebrew schools, five 
per cent in afternoon Yiddish 
schools, eight per cent in all day 
schools, 49 per cent in Sunday 
schools and around one per cent 
in ‘released-time” classes held 
once during the week.

The year-long dispute came to a climax last fall when the Agudat Hashachtim (Organization of 


ritual slaughterers) repudiated the authority of the communal schechita board.

essary to ask Johannesburg Jew- 
ry not to buy meat until the dead- 
lock was resolved. 

Slapping Kagan’s effort to give 
Johannesburg Jewry “the im- 
pression that they are eating non- 
kosher meat,” the Agudat Has- 
chachtim replied in a letter to 
the Record. 

“The truth is that slaughtering 
of animals is being carried. on 
in complete Kashrut under regu- 
lar supervision as_ heretofore,’ 
the organization asserted. 

NO CHANGES 

“No changes have occurred thus 
far and during the period of dis- 
cussion the shochtim did nothing 
to alter the state of affairs,” the 
statement said. 

The statement said that last 
June, the schochtim warned the 
Board of Schechita that if they 
did not carry out the decision of 
the Beth Din by July 31, the 
schochtim would be forced to 
break all connections with the 
board. 

The shochtim charged that 
shortly before a three year agree- 
ment with the schechita board 
ran out in 1949, the shochtim 
asked for a salary increase. 

The Bet Din (rabbinical court), 
the Board of Deputies and the 
Union of Wholesale Butchers then 
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began negotiations and it was 
agreed that the shochtim should 
get a salary increase. 

The statement said that when 
the three-year contract expired, 
the Schechita Board lost all in- 
terest in providing the pay in- 
crease. The Bet Din then called 
a meeting at which the shochtim 
agreed to compromise their de- 
mands. 

FAILURE CHARGED 

“But the Board did not carry 
out its part of the agreement,” 
the Agudat Haschachtim declared. 
“It completely ignored all the 
points agreed upon, including the 
rise in salaries of the shochtim.” 

“The shochtim had been strug- 
gling along for many years with 
a minimum of pay because of re- 
ligious principles and had every 
right to expect moral considera- 
tion from the Board of Schech- 
ita,” the statement concluded.

statement in comment on an ex- 
planation given by Rabbi Loweli 
to the American Jewish Press 
service.

WHAT LOWELL SAID 

Rabbi Lowell told the AJPS 
that the Hillel National Commis- 
sion felt that the public rela- 
tions effect of the pro-Red 
charges against him were more 
damaging than the value of his 
work within the Hillel structure. 

“This allegation that the Na- 
tional! Hillel Commission would 
sacrifice a member of its staff to 
public relations considerations is 
entirely without foundation,” 
Rabbi Lelyveld declared. 

“It goes without saying that 
Hillel has made it a practice in 
the past and will continue in the 
future to guard the Hillel pro- 
gram against the incursions of 
forces incompatible with Ameri- 
can democracy and the positive 
Jewish ideals which it serves,” 
he said. “At the same time, the 
National Hillel Commission has 
stood and will continue to stand 
firmly behind every member of 
the Hillel professional family 
who deserves protection against 
irresponsible charges.” 

POKE AT LEAGUE 

The references to “irresponsi- 
ble charges” were presumably 
aimed at the American Jewish 
League Against Communism. 
That organization has been car- 
rying on a fight against Rabbi 
Lowell for more than a year,

resigned, the League asserted

Conference and charged that the 
American Jewish Congress “de- 
nounced the Conference before it 
even held its first meeting and 
pefore the invitation list was com- 
plete.” 

The AJCommittee official was 
particularly vigorous in his critic- 
ism of the Congress for its re- 
peated reference to the fact that 
Merwin K. Hart, professional 
anti-Semite and his National 
Economic Council had been in- 
vited to the first session last 
spring. 

BLUNDER CORRECTED 

“Tihs blunder was_ speedily 
corrected and the invitation was 
revoked,” Dr. Fineberg said. “Nei- 
ther Hart nor any representative 
of the National Economic Council 
has attended any session of the 
All-American Conference.” 

The AJCommittee official infer- 
entially denied charges that no 
invitations had gone out to such 
liberal anti-Communist organiza- 
tions as the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored 
People and the Urban League. 

THEY WERE INVITED 

“Invitations to the AllAmer- 
ican Conference were issued to 
60 organizations, including the 
NAACP and the Urban League,” 
Dr. Fineberg said. “Because of 
certain unwise pressures, these 
and some of the other liberal 
organizations which had been in- 
vited to membership in the Con- 
ference did not join. 

“The CIO and the B'nai B’rith 
attended the first session but did 
not join. They are still welcome,” 
Dr. Fineberg said. 

He insisted that 
AJCommittee and the Jewish 
War Veterans deserved “high 
praise” for their decision to par- 
ticipate.

F SOME stars currently appear reluctant to get involved in films

Third man’) which reminds them of Orson.”

a understood Germans, itemed “Loudmouthed Actor 
Wincelberg Orson Welles was at it again,” sourly regarded 
Welles’ “confession” to have knocked out a tooth of a German who 
gave the Hitler salute, and his opinion that “most Germans were 
hypochondriacs who still sang the Horst Wessel in every nightclub.” 
(Sample line from the Horst Wessel song: “When Jewish blood 
spurts from the knife, then all goes twice as well.” Some 15 years 
ago, a friend of mine once had the charming experience of hearing 
the song while going under the ether for the removal of her 
appendix.) 


According to the same Time item, the “loss to U. S. movie- 
makers” due to a boycott of Welles pictures by the “indignant 
Germans” was $250,000, a nice round figure which, compared to 
the sum cited above, serves to confirm one’s belief in the innate 
conservatism of the Hollywood Reporter.

DEFENSE OF 613 COMMANDMANTS 
FAILS TO CLEAR LAW AND LORE 


By HELEN COHEN 
A: A. DAVIDSON, youthful exponent of the Orthodox viewpoint, 
writes: 


“Tt is necessary to answer Helen Cohen’s column on the Taryag 
al- 


Mitzvot (613 Commandments) with respect and seriousness, 
though my yetzer, ha-ra inclines me to sarcasm and 
anger. But I would rather choose to copy Hillel 
than Shammai. 

“In regard to the charge of being completely 
ignorant of the 613 Commandments, it may be said 
that many synagogues contain Chumashim (with 
English translation) that list all the Taryag Mitz- 
vot. This edition has been out a good many years, 
and I believe that most Sabbath-keeping, English- 
speaking Jews are familiar with it, and with the 
meaning of those Mitzvot. The Written Law was 
given WITH the Oral Law; no commandment can be properly un- 
derstood without its proper explanation. Without this explanation 
one may be led to such blasphemies (for example) as believeing 
that ‘eye for eye, tooth for tooth’ was ever intended to be taken 
literally. I intend to apologize for not one of the Mitzvot. Explana- 
tion exists, and our duty is made clear by the dicta: ‘Go thou and 
learn it.’ 





“But perhaps it may seem inconsistent to some, that we speak 
of keeping the 613 Commandments, when obviously many of them 
cannot have been kept since the Destruction of the Temple. It 
may not be amiss to quote the Talmud (Tractate B’rachot, I be- 
lieve) in which it is written that, since the Destruction of G’d’s 
house, ‘there is left to Him only the four ells of the Halachah.’ We 
cannot now acknowledge, that He owns all things, by bringing Him 
‘our’ lambs and ‘our’ corn—which are really His own lambs and 
corn BUT we can acknowledge that ‘He possesses all’ by studying 
the Mitzvot which remind us of that. Nor are there any Amalekites, 
that we should ‘blot out the memory’ thereof; but their sin was a 
great sin, and should be studied, that it may be avoided. In an 
age which deplores virginity and discounts chastity, may we not 
learn to value both by studying the commentaries on the Command- 
ment that the High Priest marry none but a virgin? Are there 
really no ‘eternal verities?’ The Canaanite bondsman? ‘Go thou 
and learn.’ The goring ox and the injured cow? ‘Go thou and 
learn.’ The four penalties of the Beth Din—carried out how often? 
‘Once in seven years? Nay, once in 70 years, All else is com- 
mentary’—but—‘Go thou and learn it.’ 


“‘Go thou and learn—’ let us all go and learn, not only ethics 
but holiness as well. There is so little in the world today. Learn 
holiness even from ‘the two spoons of frankincense;’ for it is writ- 
ten not ‘Ye shall be modern, for I the Lord thy G’d am modern’ but 
"Ye shall be holy, for I the Lord Thy G’d am holy.’ And let us also 
learn that the 613 Commandments (including those for which we 
now substitute study and prayer) correspond to the 613 letters of 
the Shema. As I have said before, the letters live, for they are the 
vessels of the living spirit; and since man himself is called ‘a living 
spirit,” it behooves him not to despise the letters which sustain 
his soul.” 


DEAR MR. DAVIDSON: 

Thanks for your former letter, before I forget. I am really 
getting behind in my correspondence, In answer to this one, would 
you care to read what Rabbi Charles Chavel has to Say in the foot- 
note to the 38th Commandment, on the High Priest wedding only 
a virgin? 

“Under the terms of this commandment, the High Priest is 
under obligation to take himself a wife and to take only a virgin. 
» « « The common priest is free from this obligation. The High 
Priest performing the highest priestly duties in the Sanctuary and 
acting as the intermediary between the Deity on the one hand and 
Israel on the other, it was extremely essential that he should be 
ever inclined towards happiness, Tradition affirming that the Divine 
Presence would not be made manifest except out of an abundant 
joyfulness (Shab, 92a) Now since according to the Sages ‘he who 
has no wife lives without happiness, without blessing and without 
good’ (Yeb. 61b) the High Priest was placed under the obligation 
to be married. . . . In this connection it is to be recalled that a 
negative commandment (167) prohibits the High Priest from ob- 
serving Mourning even over the loss of his father and mother.” 


FROM THE NOTE, WE ASSUME the law to mean that the 
High Priest was forbidden to marry a divorcee or widow and since 
there is nothing immoral about a second marriage, we see no 
reason for using this ruling as a lesson in sexual, morality for our 
time. 

However, we have no objection to your interpreting the text 


in that manner, but we do wonder how you propose to interpret 
the concept of the High Protest being the “intermediary” when 


today Judaism insists that man needs no intermediary in his rela- 7 


tionship to God?

It transpired later that their 
name was a geographical one, 
being rooted in the village of 
Maransen in East Prussia. There 
are many descendants of the 
Marranos in Western Germany 
and a few in Poland and Russia.

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Conflicts Of Personalities No Longer Matter 


. Z. FRANK’S column last week on Rabbi 

Abba Hillel Silver struck one as ancient 
history. Here it is only a few years ago, actu- 
ally little more than two, that Rabbi Silver 
was the dominating force and personality in 
the intense drive to create a Jewish State. 
Today one reads about him as a part of his- 
tory, not as a Significant factor in current 
developments. 

Mr. Frank indicates why this is so, without 
saying it in so many words. 

The American Jewish community has moved 
a long way since May, 1948 in its attitudes 
toward Zionism and Israel. Every American 
Jew who isn't either an escapist or a coward 
is very much interested in helping the new 
state. That is why such a project as the huge 
bond sale can gain the overwhelming support 
of the American Jewish community. 

As for the politics and the conflicts of per- 
sonalities, only a scattered few are concerned, 
and this number is lessening as the days g0 
by. Those who are still fighting the battle for 
domination find themselves fighting without 
an audience. Two years or so ago, each advance, 
each attack, each maneuver, was worth blow- 
by-blow recording. 

The good sense of the American Jew has 
asserted itself. He is concerned with the wel- 
fare of the state, not with whether this man 
or that one did or did not help in the past. 
That is a job for history; the job for the Amer- 
ican Jewish community today is to get the 
state on its feet economically. 

The POST was not the only spokesman to 


report on this development. The POST said 
early, in the first days of the state, that from 
here on in the American Jewish community, 
the Zionists in the United States, had only 
two tasks: encouragement of chalutziut and 
the providing of economic aid for Israel. Rabbi 
Silver made several speeches endorsing these 
proposals in theory but as far as giving the 
tremendous power of his personality to doing 
something about them—he is still on his 
much-extended vacation. 

Mr. Frank makes a great deal of the in- 
volvement of Rabbi Silver as between the Gen- 
eral Zionists — the central and capitalistic 
party—and the Mapai, the labor party. This 
too is merely a theoretical involvement. From 
the day it became necessary for the state to 
urge capitalists to invest in Israel, from that 
day on capitalism was bound to grow and 
develop as a force in Israel, regardless of 
what Rabbi Silver or anyone else did or did 
not do. 

If Rabbi Silver were to align himself with 
the progressives and dissociate himself from 
the right wing General Zionists, it would 
enable labor to preserve as much of its glorious 
achievements as it might hope to do in the 
face of the growing capitalist element in the 
state. This kind of real leadership by Rabbi 
Silver The POST and the American Jewish 
community would applaud. But Rabbi Silver, if 
Mr. Frank’s analysis is accurate, is more con- 
cerned with other matters, better left un- 


mentioned. 


The JDA Quits The New York UJA 


HE announcement by the Joint Defense 
Appeal that it is withdrawing from the 
New York United Jewish Appeal will not by 
any means necessarily bring the dissolution 
of the welfare fund structure throughout the 
United States. In other Jewish communities, 
the JDA—which is the fund-raising arm of the 
American Jewish Committee and the Anti-De- 
famation League of B'nai B’rith—will still col- 
lect its funds from the local united drives. 

In New York, the Greater New York UJA is 
not a welfare fund except in a broad, general 
way. New York has its own local drive for 
home charities, known as the Federation for 
Jewish Philanthropies of New York. The New 
York UJA has a more or less close connection 
with the national UJA and raises the funds for 
the UJA in New York. Over the past few years, 
the New York UJA has brought up for a stipu- 
lation the annual drives of the JDA, the Amer- 
ican Jewish Congress, the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency and one or two others, in turn for 
which these organizations turned their fund- 
raising apparatus over to the New York UJA. 

As receipts for the New York UJA declined 
and the minor beneficaries were forced to ac- 
cept allocation cuts, the partnership grew 
steadily less stable, with the final result of the 
JDA withdrawal this year. 

Compared with local federations and funds 
in other cities, there is no comparable feeling 
in New York for the sense of communal re- 
sponsibility. What happened in New York, 


therefore, need not necessarily be repeated in 
other parts of the nation. 

A situation will now exist in New York 
comparable to that which exists in many other 
Jewish communities in respect to the drives 
of Hadassah and the Histadrut. These organ- 
izations in most communities receive their 
funds from the local Jewish funds but in others 
conduct separate drives. 

This is not to say that the action of the 
JDA is a beneficial one. It is only to point 
out that the welfare fund structure through- 
out the United States is much too solidly built 
to be endangered by what is happening in New 
York. 

The JDA has always raised more funds 
than most American Jewish organizations. 
Whether it is entitled to the greater percent- 
age of the money contributed annually to ail 
causes by Jews in the United States is a moot 
question. But it cannot be denied that there 
are agencies in the U.S. Jewish community 
whose work is as valuable, and perhaps more 
valuable, as that of the American Jewish Com- 
mittee and the ADL. 

The POST has long argued, although unsuc- 
cessfully, that the answer is a national Jewish 
community chest. As it is, the situation looks 
more like a jungle than any civilized arrange- 
ment and not only is might right, but there 
is little control over what any particular 
group decides to do—regardless of whether 
it is good or bad for the Jewish community. 


The Queer Position Of The Council Today 


HE QUEER position of challenging every 

development on the road toward the kind 

of relationship it has advocated from the very 

beginning is the one in which the American 
Council for Judaism finds itself today. 

When Prime Minister David Ben-Gurion 
takes a page from the book of the Council, 
the Council attacks Ben-Gurion and Jacob 
Blaustein who brought the page back to the 
United States for all to read. 

When the Zionist organizations begin to 
settle down to normalcy and no longer direct 


and control every activity in the American 
Jewish community, the Council resists and 
says it isn’t so. 


The Council now has an official staff with a 
vested interest and a lay leadership that re- 
cognizes that the day the Council closes shop, 
their names will be hard to remember, even 
for newspapermen. 

So we find the Council attacking everything 
it fought for, looking under the bed for a cul- 
prit and hoping it will find one. Were the Coun- 
cil really sincere, it would long ago have closed 
up shop. Time and Israel are doing the job 
the Council tried to do before Israel was estab- 
lished. The Council seems unwilling to admit 
that developments have put it out of busi- 
ness, and it is determined to stay even if it 
has to kill off all the Jews in order‘to do so.

OVER IN ST. LOUIS there has 
been a unique development in 
Zionism, which I am quite sure 
is not equalled anywhere in the 
United States. Right along with 
the local district of the Zionist 
Organization of America, there 
has grown up a Maccabee Club. 
As time went on, the members 
of the Maccabee club, now many 
years old, became affluent busi- 
ness men and their Zionist activi- 


ties have been important factors 
in the St. Louis Jewish com- 
munity. 

The club meets monthly and 
last Tuesday was to hear Melvin 
Dubinsky speak on Israel. I was 
in St. Louis and wanted strongly 
to attend but having arisen at 
2:30 a.m. to catch the morning 
train I was pretty fagged out by 
dinner time. Another barrier was 
a prior arrangement to return to 
Indianapolis for a meeting with 
one of our advertising salesmen. 

The Maccabee Club will play 
an important role in the Israel 
bond sale in St. Louis. Already 
there are rumors that one of its 
members may buy $250,000 worth 
of bonds. That may be an ex- 
aggeration ,although I hope it 
isn’t, but it cannot be gainsaid 
that with the Maccabeans_ to 
spearhead the sale, St. Louis will 
far outstrip many other Jewish 
communities its size. 


The Maccabeans are a unique 
development; groups of staunch 
friends of Israel of this kind do 
not rise and fall on the basis of 
emergency conditions or of reach- 
ing a goal—they remain the back- 
bone of the pro-Israel effort 
throughout all kinds of times, 
good and bad. Whether the ZOA 
will eventually retract unto 
groups of hard-core Zionists all 
over the United States, I am not 
prepared to say, although Louis 
Lipsky advanced this analysis in 
explaining the loss of member- 
ship just after the rebirth of 
Israel. 


Civil Defense Bill 
Sent To Knesset 

JERUSALEM—A bill to estab- 
lish a national civil defense organ- 
ization in Israel was introduced 
in the Knesset (Parliament) this 
week by Prime Minister David 
Ben-Gurion. 

The bill, which would replace 
the Mandatory Emergency De- 
fense Regulations by Israel law, 
would divide the country into 
civil defense areas. 

The organization would be 
headed by an officer appointed 
by the Minister of Defense, as- 
sisted by area commanders and 
an advisory staff representing 
local authorities and the Minister 
of the Interior.

CHAPLAIN URGES CIVILIAN RABBIS 
TO HELP BRING Gls TO JUDAISM 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

We chaplains see the products 
of all types of Jewish homes. We 
meet the young man who is try- 
ing to escape the “old-fashioned” 
Orthodoxy of the parents he is 
sure are “narrow-minded” and de- 
finitely not part of the American 
scene. We encounter very often 
the Conservative and those who 
come from “very definitely Re- 
formed” homes. Most of all we 
encounter the “enlightened ones,” 
young men whose parents were 
liberal enough (what a mockery!) 
to allow their sons to grow into 
manhood as free as the wind to 
choose whichever paths they de- 
cide to be on, religiously, morally, 
socially, ete. 

It is concerning Jewish youth 
from these four groups that I 
am bothered. As I sit in my office 
or home during a cherished lei- 
sure hour I wonder what has be- 
come of some of these “Jews” 
that I have encountered. I wonder 
about the young man I met by 
ch@nce during his basic training 
period. As we talked about things 
and places, the truth came to the 
surface. His parents were both 
Jewish but he was attending Pro- 
testant services. He wanted to at- 
tend a service he could under- 
stand, he said, and also to hear 
words of wisdom from a “learn- 
ed” man. We met in the early 
days of my chaplaincy career and 
although I was amazed and shock- 
ed by what he had said, I was 
able to persuade him to a sort of 
Gentleman’s Agreement that he 
would attend both my services 
and the Sunday morning Protest- 
ant service until he could decide 
which way his road would travel. 


Jewish one. This man _ never 
missed a Friday evening service 
and any other religious function 
we had on the base. 

But I wonder now that he is 
gone, what has happened to him? 
I wonder whether some civilian 
rabbi in the town near his new 
station has taken the initiative 
to seek him out, since he does not 
deny he is Jewish, or the hun- 
dreds of other young Jewish men 
who need so sorely to be taken 
in hand and returned to us. 

Then too I think about the 
youthful corporal who came from 
an Orthodox-Conservative home 
with a fine character training and 
good stable back-ground. I shall 
always remember him as a grati- 
fying tribute to the things this 
chaplain has tried to accomplish. 
Coming from an Orthodox-Con- 
servative home, he knew what his 
obligations were in the matter 
of his faith, but the service is 
a place for re-shuffling, even for 
the best of us, and he was not 
sure which path was now the 
right one.

HEBREW THEOLOGICAL 


RABBI CHALLENGES PSYCHIATRIST 
ON ISSUE OF COUNSELING PEOPLE 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

In a recent issue you print the 
opinion of a_ psychiatrist that 
rabbis should not engage in ad- 
vising upon mental and personal 
problems. 

It will be readily agreed that 
the age of the combination medi- 
cine-man, priest, oracle and phy- 
sician is long dead. No one will 
argue for the absolute omnis- 
cience of the rabbi to deal with 
physical facts that are covered 
by legitimate science. The Tal- 
mud nowhere seriously attrib- 
utes healing powers to the rab- 
bis. On the contrary, there are 
specific references to the status 
of the recognized physician and 
his opinions, even where a ques- 
tion of law is'concerned. Thus 
it is the medical expert who de- 
cides how many ‘‘malkos” to ad- 
minister to one convicted by the 
religious court. It is the doctor 
who decides whether a person is 
fit to fast on Yom Kippur. “Mi- 
kan shenitan reshus derofe Ler- 
aphos” — a passing text in Exo- 
dus is used as a sanction for the 
independent and autonomous 
practice of medical] healing. 

We can extend this further 
and assume that where psychia- 
try deals with definite technical 
disturbances such as lesions in 
the brain, specific shock, or men- 
tal problems traceable to physi- 
cal ailments in the rest of the 
body—the rabbi can have no 
part in the process of healing. 
Perhaps even then there is a 
place for the contributions re- 
ligion can make to the will to 
live, the moral strength of fre- 
sistance that even the physician 
must admit as a factor. But cer- 
tainly the rabbi will not intrude 
into that area of fact which is 
independent of theological orien- 
tation or the philosophical] out- 
look of doctor and patient. 


It seems ,however, that the 
psychiatrist. can also possibly 
overextend his jurisdiction. 


When he moves into the arena of 
“guilt” and “sin” he is’ not 
merely telling the divine to mind 
his own business—he is disputing 
the right of religion to have any 
business at al]. Liberalize the no- 
tion of sin as you may—cal]! it a 
“missing of the mark” if you 
will—the rabbi, as a teacher of 
Judaism, can never abdicate his 
position as an arbiter of moral 
maladjustment. Is the _ psychi- 
trist better qualified to render 
value-judgments upon ethical dis- 
locations or moral lapses? As a 
scientist, he must rather pride 
himself upon his strict retreat 
from the area of subjective val- 
ues. It is the rabbi who frankly 
admits the acceptance of basic 
assumptions as to the purpose 


of life, what constitutes happi- 
ness ,and the nature of the real- 
ity to which the much desired 
“adjustment” must be made. 

If any school of psychiatry is 
based upon its own Philosophy 
of life and society, let the issue 
be put in those terms. Let the 
rabbi and the doctor be frankly 
recognized as rival mentors of 
the unhappy individual. Then the 
individual in question may 
choose his counselor in accord- 
ance with his particular relig- 
ious orientation. But if psycha- 
try claims to be no more than 
a technique of healing It is but 
fair to restrict it to technical 
cases. It is not fair to accuse 
the rabbi of overstepping his 
bounds when he deals with mat- 
ters of guilt and self-understand- 
ing that transcend technical dif- 
ficulties.

Miron said he never denied 
there was an addition written by 
Mr. Grossman and that, he had 
consented to Grossman’s sharing 
in the royalties and having his 
name listed on the song by Mills 
Music.
